Twenty 
years ago. at the’ close of the war, there 
were in the Southern States 3,947,000 col­ 
ored people, and now there are more than 
7,000,000. 
T hen there were in Mississippi 
*220,000 negroes; now 030,000. 
Then there 
were jn South Carolina 400,000; now more 
than WO,000. Five hundred colored babies 
are born in th e United States every day. 
The colored population ot the Unit.-d 
States doubles »very twenty years; the 
white population only once in thirty-live 
years. 
Eight years will not have passed 
before the negroes w ill be in a num erical 
m ajority in several more Southern States. 
A t the present rate of increase, in 1985 there 
will be 370,000,000 w hite people in the 
U nited States, and 224,000,000 colored peo- 
pie. The day is not far distant w hen it 
will be a physic il impossibility to continue 
the present practical disfranchisem ent of 
the colored man of the Southern States. In 
South Carolina lie has bought anil paid for 
270,000 acres of land, w hich he cultivates.

Lassen county to-day has more indi­ 
vidual wealth than any portion of the up­ 
per country. 
The pioneers have never invited immi­ 
gration this way. That accounts for the 
drop of population milk in the Lassen 
county cocoa nut. 
The lately revived interest in California 
is bringing here people from lake and 
Mississippi States, who infuse activity by 
experience, capital, progression. 


FACTS A.VI) FIGURES. 
In size this is the eighth of the .State’s 
fifty-five counties. Its area of 5,000 square 
miles exceeds the State of Delaware, 
which supports a population of 110 to a 
square mile, in 18S4 Lassen's population 
of 0,000 gave nearly a square mile to each 
person for elbow room.

T h e C a u s e o f V o ic a n o e s — l’rof. Prest- 
wieh, of tic University of < ixford, argues 
that the earth must consist of a solid nu­ 
cleus, surrounded by a molten stratum of 
no gr it thickness, which in turn is iu- 
clo.- d by a crust which may be less than 
twenty miles in thickness. Ho do cm not 
regard the expansion of water—which can 
hardly penetrate to a greater depth than 
seven or eight miles—as a primary causo 
for volcanic action. The presence of aque­ 
ous vapors is due alone to the surface and 
underground lava encountered by the lava 
in its passage to the surface, nnd, while it 
adds greatly to their violence, it does not 
crip time the eruptions. The contraction 
of the earth, from cooling, slow though it 
be, is sufficient to account for the forcing 
out of lava, Gordier having long since cal­ 
culated that five volcanic eruptions annu­ 
ally would shorten the earth’s radius only 
about one twenty-fifth of an inch in a 
century.

P rf-scott (A.T.), June 2, 1885. 
At Mojave, situated near the western 
edge of the desert of the same name, the 
writer left the Southern Pacific line, and 
took the eastern bound train by the At­ 
lantic and Pacific, starting from that place 
at 9 a . m . The town is in a cold, windy, 
desolate region, at an altitude of 2,700 feet, 
but going eastward the change is for the 
worst with every succeeding mile during 
the first day's travel. A short distance out 
the railroad passes over the dry bod of what 
was once a shallow lagoon, which for a 
considerable distance is level as a floor, 
covered with a thin alkaline deposit exceed­ 
ingly trying to the eyes in the bright sun­ 
shine. 
Beyond this waterless lake the 
sandy soil supports a very spare growth of 
hardy salt-grass and a few shrubs peculiar 
to the desert. The only family of the veg-

THE MOJAVE HIVKIi

This stream sometimes flows for several 
months, the fall being toward the Colorado 
river, but not always above ground. 
In 
places the water is visible above the sur­ 
face in greater or less quantity, and again 
for intervals of several miles works its way 
through the sand at depths vaiying from a 
few feet to more than a hundred. 
By di­ 
verting the water from its wide sandy bed 
and carrying it in canals dug in the firmer 
ground, a large area of what is now desert 
could be cultivated profitably. 
Grain and 
deciduous fruits would undoubtedly grow 
well there, as they do in other parts of 
the desert south of Majave station, where 
artesian water is obtainable. It is probable 
that borings for artesian water might also 
result successfully in the valley of the Mo­ 
jave river, for the natural drainage of a 
considerable amount of precipitation in the 
higher ranges south and west is in that di­ 
rection, and a portion of this, which is 
all lost in tHe desert, must find its way be­ 
neath. the first impervious sub-stratum of 
clay or other material, which fits closer to 
the surface near the mountains than in the 
•. enter of the valley. Unless the formation

AT THE CAPITAL OF ARIZONA. 
Prescott is charmingly situated amidst 
the hills of tho Sierra Prieta at the edge of 
a magnificent pine forest a few miles from 
the higher ridges of the mountain range. 
A little stream, Granite creek, runs through 
the town and by the little mesa, upon 
which Fort W hipple is built. The town is 
regularly laid out, the streets are wide and 
lined with good sidewalks, and many of 
the buildings are handsome. The Court­ 
house of Yavapai county, of which Prescott 
is the county-seat, is in the middle of a 
large plaza occupying the central part of 
the 
town. 
The 
town 
hall, a com­ 
modious brick structure on the brow of a 
small hill, contains tho offices of tho 
Governor and other Territorial officials, for 
Arizona has no Capitol. Other cities are 
ambitious to become the seat of govern­ 
ment, and until the matter is settled the 
building at present occupied wHl probably 
continue to be used as such. The town has 
a fine large school-house and an excellent 
school, and five religions denominations 
have houses of worship. Títere are also the 
usual number of lodges of secret orders. 
The Deputy Collector of Internal Revenue 
for Northern Arizona, and Register aud 
Receiver of the United States Land Dis­ 
trict, have offices here 
An ample water 
supply is obtained by pumping from a 
large darn across a branch of Granite creek 
into a reservoir on a Hillside above the city, 
from which it is conveyed to all parts. 
The houses of the residents are provided 
with m od of the conveniences of larger 
cities, and in fact Prescott has a larger pro­ 
portion of comfortable, tastefully con­ 
structed dwellings than any other Pacific 
coast mountain town the writer has vis­ 
ited. But strangely enough there is not a 
hotel in the place for the accommodation 
of transient custom, although there are 
restaurants and lodging-houses.

T lieir O rigin a n d Uses A m o n g T ribes, 
I’eople a n d N ations. 
W hen, where, by w hom rings were first 
worn —on th e fingers, not, after the m anner 
o f the 
barbarians, 
in the ears, 
nose, 
lip, and around the ankles—it is not possi­ 
ble to assert definitely. 
Because H om er 
does not m ention them in his poems, Pliny, 
tbe historian, im agines them unknow n 
prior to the Trojan war, 114-4 B. C. 
T he 
Old 
Testam ent, 
how ever, 
conclusively 
proves that they were in use am ong the 
Egyptians m any centuries before this date. 
From A sia they were introduced 
into 
Greece, where they were originally o f iron. 
Later they were "made of gold, and, later 
still, were *et with precious stones. A long 
tim e elapsed ere they cam e into vogue 
am ong the Rom ans, w ith w hom , as w ith 
the Greeks, they were at first made o f iron. 
Then they were o f various m etals, accord­ 
ing to the rank o f tbe wearers. 
In the early days o f the Rom an republic 
only embassadors to foreign countries were 
allow ed to wear gold rings. 
T his privilege 
was eventually accorded to senators, chief 
magistrates, knights, and, finally, to em an­ 
cipated slaves. 
By degrees the ancient Lo­ 
man beaux and belles were not satisfied 
w ith a single ring, and came to wear one 
or m ore on each linger, as irequently do 
the fine ladies o f m odem tim es. 
In im ­ 
perial Rom e the craze reui lied such a bight 
that there were rings for different occasions 
and seasons o f the year. 
T he cruel and 
effem inate H eliogabulus, w ho reigned from 
the year 218 to 222, never wore the sam e 
ring'twice, how ever costly. 
This extrava­ 
gance ceased so «oon as it had becom e cus­ 
tomary to adorn rings with precious stones, 
after which period wom en alone could wear 
more than one ring w ithout fear o f being 
censured or ridiculed. 
W hen the Rom an hosts invaded Britain, 
in 55. they found the natives wearing rings 
o f iron, and em bellished with hits o f glass. 
T he ring has served m any purposes oilier 
than for personal decoration. A s m ention­ 
ed in Scripture, it was an em blem o f au­ 
thority. 
Pharaoh passed a ring to Joseph 
when he m ade him rule “ over all the latid 
of Egypt." 
A sim ilar custom prevailed in 
Greece, and A lexander the Great, on his 
deathbed, gave his signet-ring to Perdieeas. 
thus indicating him the next occupant of 
the throne. 
A m ong the Turks and Sara­ 
cens. a ruler was wont to present a ring to 
whom soever he appointed to an office. The 
sam e is true with reference to the earlier 
kings o f France. 
The ring once formed an im portant ['art 
of the apparatus of the Rom ish Church, 
and when a Bishop was buried his ring 
was hurried w ith him . 
Kings, on occa­ 
sions of their coronation in England, were 
formerly invested w ith a ring that had been 
blessed by the Pope. 
To this day, at \Vest- 
niinster, a book m ay be seen in w liich is 
the form of " hallow ing" a ring before the 
monarch received it from the Archbishop. 
The wedding ring antedates the Christian 
era, and, supposedly, sym bolizes a fidelity 
as endless as the ring itself. 
In m ost coun­ 
tries the bride has received it Irom the 
groom : in som e the reverse has been the 
case. 
Jii not a few each has given the 
other a ring, 
it lias been placed on the 
third finger o f the left hand, because “ it 
thereby picsseil a vein that was believed to 
com m unicate directly w ith the h ea rt.' 
To 
certain rings magical powers have been 
attributed, w hich protected their possessors 
from sickness and danger, or gained mr 
them honor and distinction. 
Particularly 
efficacious were the " hallow ed" rings. 
The m ost wonderful talism anie ring of 
w hich there is any record—the only one of 
w hich space adm itsour consideration—was 
that o f Gvges. 
One legend i~ to the effect 
that, when wearing it. he was invisible, and 
enabled to roam about his realm and, uii- 
.seon by them , learn how his officers con­ 
ducted them selves. 
A m ore sensible leg­ 
end, as narrated by an Eastern scholar, is : 
W hile young, handsom e, talented, am bi­ 
tious, Gygcs consulted a philosopher as to 
the m anner in w hich he could m ost read­ 
ily win success. 
“ Bead this every day at 
sunrise,” replied the sage, handing him a 
leaden ring, bearing the follow ing inscrip­ 
tion : 
“ Of two individuals, one rises a t 6 
o’clock, the other at half-past 9 in the m orn­ 
ing. 
If both live fifty years tho former will 
have sonic six years o f active existence 
more than the latter." 
1 ¡yges im m ediately 
com prehended the significance of the in­ 
scription. 
H e rose m uch earlier than his 
fellows, labored industriously, became an 
officer under the King, and finally him self 
ruled over Lydia.—[Argosav.

N ovei, System o f D rain aoe.— Albany, 
Ga., has been ingeniously relieved of what 
lias long been a troublesom e nuisance to 
her in the shape o f a stagnant pond o f 
water, which covered from one to two 
acres. 
T he AVw* and Adrertker says that it 
was all cleared off and the bottom made 
perfectly dry by Captain J. G. Stephens, 
the faithful and efficient Chairman o f the 
Street Com m ittee o f the present city coun­ 
cil, w ho had a derrick and w indless erected 
m ar the edge of the pond, and put a force 
of hands to drilling a hole into the ground 
on the sam e principle that artesian w ells 
are bored. 
H is object was to find a sub­ 
terranean stream or passage iffio which tbe 
pond could be drained. 
Such a passage 
was found at a depth of thirty-three feet, 
and then a square w ell was dug down to it 
and curbed all the way. 
Everything being 
ready, a ditch was dug and the water from 
the pond was turned into the w ell. 
It run 
in through a twelve-inch terra cotta pipe at 
the rate o f about 600 gallons per m inute, 
and disappeared as fast as it reache 1 the 
bottom o f the w ell.—[Am erican Enquirer.

W en t California rcsi.-t Chinese im m igra­ 
tion las-au-e it tends to degrade the Amer­ 
ican laborer to a level with what is popu­ 
larly known as “ pauper labor." 
T he ease 
of the ('anadian lalorers is not a true par­ 
allel, 1 s" .lll.se there is 
a possibiljtv of 
assim ilation with them . 
W ith the C hi­ 
nese there is not even the hope of it. 
Their.> is an antagonistic civilization, lie- 
fore which our system must go down. 
T h at this is not chim erical is established 
by historical data not disputable.

m aintain the American system the work­ 
man must be equal to our citizenship and 
it- Bernards. 
This must depend in large 
measure upon his wage.

W ithout this ability the Am eri­ 
can laborer will lie but little lietter than a 
slave. 
If he is to compete w ith the C hi­ 
nese he must live upon th eir wage, anil as 
a necessity, according to their system. 
T h a t excludes perem ptorily every requis­ 
ite of even the meanest American home. It 
m ay not be so w ith the French Canadian ; 
th e possibility exists of his absorption. No 
such assimilation is possible w ith the Chi­ 
nese. 
But so far as the French Canadian 
labor reduces the American laborer to the 


The California 
Museum 
Association, 
with its location in the Crocker A rt G al­ 
lery, in this city, is now ready to begin the 
work of collecting a museum, the first pule 
lic one upon the coast. 
It has had a very 
active life since its inception. 
V ery few 
organizations, ¡11 so brief a time, have ac­ 
complished so much. 
No association has 
called upon its directors for more of labor 
and sacrifice of tim e and labor for the pub­ 
lic good. 
T he society has now its halls 
cleared, an inventory of the magnificent 
property entrusted to its care fully made 
its insurance w ritten, its attaches appointed 
and a roll of m em bership of respectable 
length. 
It has divided the mem bership 
into classes th at are to give their attention 
to the specific work, each in a different di­ 
rection, of building up a museum. 
W hile 
the m em bership is doing this, the direct­ 
ors arc to bend their energies to the found­ 
ing of chairs of art and science. 
The A rt 
G allery can be made a center of instruc­ 
tion. and will be. 
It may' take much tim e 
to accomplish it, but it must lie done. 
Here are the tools, now for the workmen. 
The several thousand study plates are 
ready, and they form a rich collection. 
The hall- and room- are prepared, ex­ 
ample- ot art ol the highest order arc in 
the G allery for study. 
W hat is now 
needed are the neces-arv chairs filled by 
com petent teachers, and th i- cannot be 
done until the endowments are made. It is 
an opportunity for liberal w ealth to erect 
to itself an enduring monument, to benefit 
the young talent of the country, and to 
elevate publie tastes. 
If w ealth shall fail 
to resjtond, then bv aggregation of m any 
contributions the necessary sums must be 
raised. 
It is a great, a w orthy work, and 
means mncli for (.'alifomia and Sacramento. 
In the m eantim e the local mem bership of 
the Association has grand opportunities 
bef ore it. 
The geology, mineralogy, flora 
and agriculture of the S tate; the m ount­ 
ains and the valleys; the woods, grains 
rivers, lakes and the very air are rich in 
wealth, that may be sam pled and brought 
to the proper departm ent- of the Museum. 
It needs only a fair am ount of energv to 
begin th e building of the Museum out of 
th e natural history of the country. 
The 
m em bership should feci, and unquestion­ 
ably does feel, a high degree of satisfaction 
in the privilege to do this work. 
A mu- 
-euiu i- of slow growth so far as collections 
of mere curiosities and works of art and 
antiquities arc concerned. 
But so far as 
the natural history of the coast i- consid­ 
ered. the local mem bership should bo able 
to make a showing at once, and inside of 
three years have a very useful and highly 
attractive collection— incomplete, of course, 
but -till one of high value and great va­ 
riety. 
O ur people should unite with 
the working 
mem bership. 
Instead of 
forty active 
and eighty life 
members, 
there should be three hundred of the first 
and a thousand of the latter. 
There is 


110 reason why all should not engage in and 
contribute to this purely public work, and 
which is destined to prove of such value 
to the city. 
1? has also its personal re­ 
wards, 
In the study of the natural his­ 
tory of th e State incident to the labor of 
collecting exam ples of its classes, there 
will la- -tim ulated an interest iu scientific 
study, and cultivated a spirit of inquiry 
and research that will prove of high per­ 


sona! 1-enefit to every one engaging in the 
work. 
\\ bile the Association is thus em ­ 
ployed in gathering and discussing the 
exam ples of the natural history of the 
coast, in hearing lectures and in debating 
scientific and intellectual topics, the peo­ 
ple may aid in the work by contributing, 
or loaning for indefinite terms, articles for 
the general 
museum—antique 
articles, 
those of special historic value, those of 
strange workmanship, cabinets of shells, 
minerals and crystals, rare works of art, 
examples of the articles in use by strange 
peopled, etc. 
All these will go to make 
up the curiosity side of the museum, and 
serve to engage the fancy and curiosity of 
the people while more im portant and 
teaching collections are being made. 
In 
short, there is now beginning the work of 
building a museum for California, such 
an institution as i- valued in all cities 
possessing one, and guarded with zealous 
care.

the profession. 
In the m eantim e, with 
summer approaching, the vigilance of san­ 
itary officials should lie renewed, and no 
measure of cleanliness at all practicable to 
enforce, rem ain unenforced.

but the main entrance was stormed, resist­ 
ance was useless, the barricades gave way, 
and the conquering army marched tri­ 
umphantly in with banners flying, and 
captured the entire Post. 
The surrender 
was unconditional, the capturing party 
proving to be Sumner Corps No. 11. Con­ 
trary to the usual custom, the prisoners

¿.TRICOT:? ON ALMOND STOCK AGAIN. 
We published a few days a<ro an article, 
by Ci. X. Milco, upon the subject of graft­ 
ing or budding apricot upon alm ond stock, 
in which he strongly deprecated doing so, 
claim ing th at the two woods did not form 
a union, and that experience showed th at 
nothing prevented most trees tints bud­ 
ded from breaking off at the point of bud­ 
ding except the outer bark. F elix Gillet, 
of Nevada City, whose 
original article 
caused the discussion, sends another letter 
to the Hura! reera upon the subject, in 
w hich he sa y s: 
That the apricot when “ budded'' on the 
almond is liable to break oti at the union of 
the two woods, is no new tiling, and Is not at all 
confined to oar suite, and 1 presume that our 
old and experienced nurserymen are well aware 
of that delect of the almond stock when used 
tor apricot Padding. 1 do not know which way 
Mr Milco did his budding or grafting for losing 
such a large percentage of his trees us SO per 
cent., but probably it was not done right, and .t 
is no reason why milt-growers should give up a 
slock which, in much of the sod of < alhorma, 
mav be regarded as the very best for the apri­ 
cot' and also for plums, prunes and peaches. If 
we hxik at those countries whose climate re­ 
sembles ours, and where large orchards of apri­ 
cots car. be seen in full bearing, as ill the south- 
ivi"t and south of France, where the apricot t> 
olanted, not 011 the plain, hut on sloping ground 
and the sides of the bills, wc lind t.io apricot 
tree there generally budded or grafted on 
almond and apricot stock. In cential France 
nltim stock is mostly used (black Damas, m. 
Catherine and Mvrobolan stock), trench nur- 
cervm.-n do not care precisely to use the almond 
a< a stock for apricot budding, on account ot 
the fnigiiitv of the bud and their losing so large 
a i*er cent, of their trees. though they know 
well the advantages of that stock in certain 
soils over anv other stock, and it they use plum 
stock iu ].reference, it is simply because the 
latter is their most available stock, besides oeing 
more sure. 
. 
. 
This question of stock, not only for theapri 
cot, but likewise for the plum, prune, peach, etc. 
is a very serious and important one lor our fruit 
growers to settle upon, and it should he well 
ventilated. 1 was glad that Mr. Milco called 
the attention of the public to the deled ot the 
almond as a stock for budding the apricot, so 
that all may be on their guard when planting 
such trees. ’ But it is no reason why the almond 
should not he used as a stock lor the apricot for 
soils in which it is known the almond does well 
mill belter than other Mock?. I admit that ¡t n> 
rather provoking for the nurseryman to lose a 
certain pi rcentageof his trees when bunded on 
ftlmouii'Mock. hut it seems to me tti.it the Iriul- 
grower should have as much to say as the uur- 
s. rym.ill as to what.-toek he should have, and ii, 
for the uurservman. it is a question ol dollar- 
and et nts, soil is for the ;ruit-gn>wer, who wants 
trees th -* a ill do the tiest, lie “long-lived and 
yield good crops of uice and large fruit in the 
kind of soil that he happens to own. 
When using almond stock lor the npneot and 
peach stock,' too. for plums and prunes, buil­ 
ding should be made as low a- pos-Mblc on the 
root, and alter the bud has grown to n fool it 
should lie properiv hilled. 
Then the tree 
should be taken up and handled with cure, and 
when planted it should be done with tne bud 
turned toward the windy side and planted 
several ’:iche- in the ground and the trees 
hilled up. Trees so planted w ill be apt to grow 
roots a'oove the union of the two woods, thus 
giving'a better guarantee for the trees to reach 
a proper si/e without breaking otf at the bud or 
graft. i IraftLur may be restored to with better 
advantage in th ’-i ca-e, and small almond trees 
grafted into apricots, the same as we do with 
peaches, cherries, plums, etc., on the rix.it, and 
planted in nursery rows, i will myself try it 
as an experiment next spring. 
We must not, however, lose right of a fart, 
that the apricot itself is a splendid stock for 
the anricot. and inferior to the almond only in 
certain soils; I believe it to be more vigorous 
than tin* peach and plum lmth, and well suited 
to our various soils. 
There is no question but that this sub­ 
ject is a very serious one to unit-growers, 
for in u iilition to the fact of the trees break­ 
ing i.; .it the point of budding, it is a very 
general experience that apricot trei s during 
the past two or three years have acquired a 
very annoying habit of dying, w ithout th e 
least apparent cause or provocation 
A 
gentlem an near A uburn reports that he has 
lost sew ,-a! trees the present season. 
At 
lim e of pruning, about the 1st of March, 
the tr, as which have since dted were among 
the very finest and most thrifty in the or­ 
chard. They blossomed and leafed out 
very prom isingly, 
hut 
in April 
they 
suddenly ‘ withered 
and 
died 
down, 
apparently to the ground, the bark, at least 
upon part of them , becoming dry as if 
scalded bv the sun. This, however, could 
not have* been the case, for the sam e ap­ 
pearance was upon the* north, as upon the 
snutii ft-idc of the trees. Soon after this 
they commenced to sprout up from the 
roots, ot Iron; the trunk, near the top of 
the ground, and have since thrown up the 
most a.sMuisbing new growth, probably 
from 1 he stock upon which the apricot wtis 
budded. 
The party does not state w hat 
variety of tree the new grow th is, hut will 
forward further inform ation on this point. 
He is also at u total loss to know the cause 
of the trees dying as described, and wishes 
to know :f others have had sim ilar experi­ 
ence.

Juiues R. French, who resides near I en- 
rvn. stales that lie set out three hundred 
trees a few voars since, but that 
apricc.. ------ _ — . 
several die every year, generally after they 
have commenced a vigorous growth in the 
early sum m er, and that he shall not set out 
any" more,

PUTTER TESTS—FEEDING. 
The official test of Princess 2d for butter, 
giving a result of J6 pounds 121 oz. in 
seven days, leads one to exclaim ;

are we com ing too!” There is probably no 
m an in the countrv, fam iliar with dairy ing. 
who would not have pronounced su ch a 
vield utterly impossible. 
But the test has 
been made strictly under the guardianship 
of an official appointed by the American 
Jersey Cattle Club, one who is known to be 
thoroughly a reliable m an, and too capable 
to have been deceived, even had there 
been any disposition on the part of the 
owner of the cow to practice d u p licity - a 
view that no one will entertain for a m o­ 
m ent who is acquainted w ith the circum ­ 
stances. T his case, and that of Mary Ann 
of .St. r.anibert. that some m onths ago 
tested 3t> pounds 121 ounces, have torced 
me to change my estim ate to a considerable 
extent, as to the proportionate result that 
m av be obtained by special feeding. 
1 re- 
paratory feeding has also a great influence 
in the case. A great deal of light has been 
throw n upon the subject of feeding by the 
experim ents practiced with these two cows, 
and with others, since th e subject of test- 
ill"’ for butter became active in the country. 
It is clear th at there is an elasticity of 
power connected w ith the digestive and 
assim ilative functions, th at 
by skillful 
handling mav in some cows be made to 
reach extremes

dream ed of heretofore in the philosophy of 
feeding.—[Cor.

apricot is subject to a disease that 1 have 
seen on no other apricot. 
Sm all red spots 
appear on the outside ot the fruit a n d a 
kind o f dry core runs to the pit. W hen the 
fruit is badly aileeted it turns black inside. 


EN G LISH HOP NOTES. 
The hop crop in England, as reported in 
the Kentish Observer, is looking very well. 
The plants were backward in early May, 
but have Conte on exceedingly fast and look 
prom ising. 
Some alarm has been created 
in different localities by the discovery of 
wireworms in considerable num bers in the 
hop-hills, but there does not seem to be 
anything like an approach to a general a t­ 
tack, anil they are confined to isolated 
plaits. 
“ The w irew one.” says the Ob­ 
server, " is indeed a troublesome thing to 
got into a hop garden, and unless its rav­ 
ages can be cut short it will inflict a very 
serious am ount of mischief. AV e are aware 
f two rem edial measures frequently adopt­ 
ed when wireworm is present, and. in fact, 
they are sometimes adopted asa precaution 
against the insidious attacks of the enemy 
—prevention, in Ibis as in other matters, 
being infinitely better than cure. 
Some 
growers m ake it a practice to plant rows of 
potatoes between the alleys, to attract the 
w ran fro u the Im p: and som etimes pieces 
of turnip or wurzel are laid round the hop 
bills with the sam e object.” 
Speaking of the crop and m arket outlook 
for hops, the? Observer sa y s: ” O ur inform a­ 
tion is that the Imp crop is, upon the whole, 
decidedly satisfactory; anil but for the de­ 
pression of the m arket and the unfavora­ 
ble outlook in that direction, planters 
would enter upon the beginning of another 
season with light and cheerful hearts. I n- 
fortunately, although the trade 
shows 
signs of im provem ent, there is no firm 
foundation < n which to build great hopes 
for the future. Many people have lost con­ 
fidence in the m arket entirely ; even m er­ 
chant-. we arc told, arc endeavoring to get 
rid of their stocks, because they fear that 
the longer they hold the mure doubtful be­ 
comes the prospect of values advancing 
beyond their present level." 


ORCHARD PRUN IN G. 
A late English horticulturist says that 
alter trying all sorts of plans he js thor­ 
oughly" convinced th at there is nothing 
equal to the little-and-of'tcn system of 
pruning ot rather pinching. 
The soft 
vuung shoots can be readily removed by 
the finger and thum b, w hich is the easiest 
way. To which we m ay add that any 
owm r who is interested in his garden will 
be likely to pass am ong his trees and 
shrubs quite often, and if he sees any want 
or defect he will at once supply or rem ove 
it. 
W ith this view a w ell-know n cultiva­ 
tor recently rem arked th at his season for 
pruning is all the season through. 


CATE OF COWS. 
A correspondent of the 
Western Rural 
says that to prevent fever and retention of 
after birth in cows after calving, allow the 
calf to suck what it wants, anil then d ra w 
the rest ot the m ilk and give it to the cow 
to drink. 
Nine out of ten cows will drink 
it eagc-rly. 
it is slightly loosening to the 
bowels, and also seems to quiet or prevent 
inw ard fever. 
If the cow is milked in ad­ 
vance of calving it is well to give the cow 
the m ilk to prepare her for that event. 
I 
have followed this plan for the last twelve 
or fifteen years, and have never lost a cow 
during that iim e from either of the above 
causes, nor have I bad a cow learn to suck 
herself from drinking the m ilk. 
If the 
supply of m ilk in heifers is not enough for 
the calf and m other, give the cow two 
quarts of flaxseed gruel per day. 


BERMUDA GRASS FOR A LK A LI. 
Alfalfa will grow in alkali soil unless it 
is very strong, but it seems that even the 
strongest will support Bermuda grass. J. 
A. C ar., of Tipton, has a spot of very 
strong w hite alkali ground by the side of 
his reservoir. 
H e planted alfalfa upon it 
repeatedly, but it would not m ake a start 
even. 
A tew m onths ago he procured some 
Berm uda grass seed and tried that, with 
astonishing success. Although the lowls 
from the barnyanl scratch in it incessant­ 
ly, it grows rapidly and will soon make a 
perfect m at all over w liat was before an 
unsightly alkali spot. 
Let others try this 
grass upon their alkali wastes, but let them 
nut put it where they iloli t w ant it to stay, 
for ft cannot he got out of the ground when 
once rooted iu it.—[Tulare Register.

All of these carpets are 
accom panied bv wido and beautiful bor­ 
ders, em bodying nil the colors and sm aller 
designs, w ith additions of corner scroll 
work or medallions w ith realistic flowers 
or blackberry vines and golden rays radi 
ating from the center. 
The present ingrain carpets offer the 
strongest possible contrast to those of a few 
vears ago, of hideous colors and styles. 
These copv the more costly productions of 
the loom ." For instance, a cream y ground 
seems sown and bunched with feathery 
ferns and catkins, and a m ixed ground of 
olive and white is covered with red branches 
of flowers and sprays. 
There are set de­ 
signs on other grounds of gold color, dull 
reds and Oriental red. and black shaded 
arabesques 
Prettv chintz patterns show 
pale rose with gray in quaint little designs, 
and the M auresque effects are also cojiied. 
The ingrains arc not by any m eans to be 
despised.—[New Y ork Tribune 
HOUSEKEEPING GOODS. 
Housekeeping goods otter some of the 
variety which m akes German and English 
store-rooms and linen closets attractive. A 
decided novelty in tablecloths is the dark 
indigo blue and white dam ask, in the same 
stvle as the fam iliar red and w hite German 
dam ask. The blue, however, is an A m eri­ 
can manufacture, and so low in price that 
it will soon rejdace with its refreshening 
colors the red and white cloths for lunch 
and breakfast. The washing qualities of 
both the blue and all-red cloths are said to 
be good. 
W ith napery of any description, 
the twilled table overlay of thick, fleecy 
cotton flannel was desirable, on all ac­ 
counts—the dam ask cioHi wears better and 
hangs better over it. there is less noise from 
moving tableware, and it saves a polished 
mblc fr.im stains and discoloration by hot 
dishes. Good style uses the overlay be­ 
neath the dam ask, and discards table mats, 
which properly have no use beyond saving 
the table from the m arks of hot tureens. 
The overlays are indispensable w ith the 
French service of fine dam ask, with hem ­ 
stitched borders, w rought in slender filigree 
of ¡Swiss <lesign:< w ith silk floss and finest 
ingrain colors, light and indigo blues, old 
(fink, olive, pearl and am ber, the long 
cloths for dinner parties, and the eighteen 
napkins «if two sizes costing from $00 to 
$:i0 the set. Such n service as this is in es­ 
teem as a wedding present instead of sil­ 
ver, to i>e handed down to another genera­ 
tion with the care which continental fam i­ 
lies show their table linen. 
In articles of 
csscr price, the Persian striped taulecloth, 
in Turkey-red twill with broad Algerian 
bars of bright color, is an old favorite ot 
excellent wear, brought out again by re- 
(uest of conservative housekeepers. 


MUSLIN DRESSES. 
Muslin dresses are tucked and ruffled to 
the waist, or sim ply tucked across the front 
and a drapery in the back, with square or 
round apron in front. T he rutiles can bo 
of H am burg 
embroidery, the material 
tucked and edged w ith "narrow Valen­ 
ciennes lace or sim ply hem m ed. 
Fancy 
can follow its own sweet will in the deco­ 
ration of w hite dresses, and they can be 
made with the utm ost sim plicity or the 
most lavish expenditure. 
N oke waists 
have the yoke all over embroidery or the 
m aterial tucked. The sleeves correspond. 
Close-fitting jackets are also worn tucked 
from the neck to the edge, both back and 
front, and are extravagantly trim m ed with 
H am buig embroidery, insertion, and lace 
if some of the m any new varieties. W ith 
11 w hite dresses, "unless 
intended 
fur 
middle-aged ladies, the infant’s sash is 
worn. 
It is of surah, the dress fabrics, 
moire or satin ribbon. 
Velvet-striped Ben­ 
galina is novel fur a sa s h ; the stripes are of 
very dark velvet on a pale blue, brown and 
other ground, woven in and arranged in 
bayadere or horizontal stripes. The lowest 
.tripe measures about six or seven inches, 
but the others are only one inch.—[Phila- 
Iphia Times. 
LOOK OUT FOR MOTHS. 
In ¡Hitting away woolens take a hin t 
from the packers of French dresses. 1 hey 
stuff out the tuj>s of the sleeves and all 
bows and ruffles with wads of soft tissue 
paper. 
New-.papers will do ju st as well in 
tilling out the sleeves of woolen jackets, 
dresses, overcoats, and all folds that will 
wrinkle, so that they shall not come out of 
the cam phor chest sharply creasen where 
the folds have been. 
It is said th at the 
new species of hairy caqiet m oth, which is 
different from the ordinary woolen moth, 
is not to he destroyed with cam phor, but 
that benzine will kill it. Twice during the 
season, sprinkle benzine along the edges of 
the carpet, and close it for two hours. 
Be 
particular to thoroughly air it before a light 
is brought iu or a m atch struck. 
W e have 
heard it alleged by a careful housekeeper 
that this buffalo m oth, as it is called, never 
made its appearance in her carj>els until 
after they had been sent out to he shaken 
in a large cleaning establishm ent. 
It m ay 
have been a mere coincidence, but this lady 
firmlv stoutly believes that the dust and 
eggs from other infected carpets m ust have 
been shaken into hers in some way. The 
carpet-cleaning 
establishm ents 
should 
guard against tins suggestion that evil com­ 
m unications corrupt good woolens. 


CLEANSING CHAMOIS LEATHER. 
Ladies who use chamois skin gloves and 
dusters will like to know ju st how to wash 
them to keep them so ft: 
Make a solution 
of weak soda and warm w ater; rub plenty 
of soft soap into the leather and allow it 
to rem ain in soak for two h o u rs; then rub 
it well until it is quite clean. 
Afterward 
rinse it well in a weak solution composed 
of warm water, soda and yellow soap. 
It 
m ust nut be rinsed in w ater only, for then 
it would be so hard when dry as to be unlit 
for use. 
It is the sm all quantity of soap 
left in the leather that allows the finer par­ 
ticles of the leather to separate and become 
soft like silk. 
After rinsing, w ring it well 
in a rough towel and dry q u ick ly ; then 
pull it about and brush it well, and it will 
become softer and better than most new 
leathers. 
In using a rough leather to touch 
up highly-jioliahed surfaces it is frequently 


observed to scratch the work; this is 
caused by particles of dnst and even hard 
rouge, that are left in the leather, and if 
rem oved by a clean rouge brush it will 
then give the brightest and best finish. 


HINTS FOE M ARKETING. 
Young housekeepers, and some old ones, 
for that m atter, should not be averse to 
some good hints in regard to m arketing. 
Good beef, when fresh, has a fine grain 
and is of a verm ilion color, w ith a slight 
tin t of purple on th? cut surface. 
It is 
firm, but tender to the touch, and is so 
elastic that no mark is left after pressure 
front the finger. The fat is yellowish- 
white, like fresh butter, and firm. Some­ 
times the lean is slightly veined w ith fat, 
but it m ust have no flavor of suet. 
M utton and lam b should have a fine 
grain ; the lean should bo bright and evenly 
tinted, and the fat perfectly white, 
In 
m utton the lean is pale red. 
In hanging 
m utton, if it be hung w ith the cut part up, 
instead of down, as usual, the juices will be 
far better preserved. 
Veal should have firm w hite fai and the 
lean have a pinkish tinge. If the barbarism 
of bleeding has been practiced, the llesli 
will be quite w hite. 
Veal should be six or 
eight weeks old before it is killed, else it is 
unwholesom e. Too young veal may be 
detected by a bluish tint. The vigilance of 
the iucat inspectors should, however, j re­ 
vent the im m ature veal from entering the 
m arkets. 
In choosing m utton or veal from the car­ 
cass the quality may be determ ined from 
the fat inside the thigh. 
If there be plenty 
of clear, firm fat there the m eat is good. 
I'ork, when fresh and young, is sm ooth 
and firm, and th e rind is thin. The lean 
m ust he of a uniform color, and th e fat 
white and not at all streaked. 
.Sait corn- 
fed pork has pinkish fat. 
A good test for 
ham is to ru n a knife under the bone; ¡1 
it comes out clean and sm ells pleasantly, 
the ham is good. 
Vegetables, when fresh, are crisp. 
Cu­ 
cumbers m ust be perfectly firm and stiff. 
Celery breaks oil clean w hen fresh: if it 
be stringy it has Deen kej>t too long.— 
[Commercial Gazette. 
HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 
If ybur sjioons are stained from eggs, rub 
them with a little comm on salt. 
T he onion pattern of I'resden ware is an 
old favorite which is at present m uch used. 
D ainty finger glasses of Venetian glass 
in different designs and colors arc fashion­ 
able. 
Dent ware is the ugliest bu t the most 
sought for table service at the present mo­ 
m ent. 
Blue Canton ware, so long a favorite, is 
again used by those who have it in their 
china closets. 
Steel may be bronzed by covering it with 
olive tiil and exposing to the steam of a 
kettle of boiling water. 
English w ater filters of Wedgewood ware 
are now considered both a:i essential ami 
ornam ental addition to the sideboard set­ 
ting. 
If you wish to preserve your brass work 
from discoloring w ithout injuring its ap ­ 
pearance, cover it with a very thin coat 
of w hite shellac. 
Tray cloths set off the tea table very pret- 
tilv. and are now made in t he m ost elabor­ 
ate m anner of India silk or finest linen, 
w ith wide lace border and elaborate em ­ 
broidery. 
An excellent furniture polish for every­ 
thing but a piano is made by m ixing three 
jmrLs thick alcoholic shellac varnish with 
one part of boiled lirisecd oil. Shake well, 
and rub briskly while applying. 
Alum water will restore most all faded 
col firs : brush the faded article thoroughly 
to free it from dust, cover it with lather of 
castile soaj>, rinse with clear w ater and then 
alum water, and the color will usually aj>- 
pear m uch brighter than before. 
A pretty tidy is m ade by sew ingalternatc 
rows of colored ribbon and Orleans lace on 
a strip of coarse w hite net of the width 
anil length required. 
A full friil of lace 
finishes it. 
The strip is then drawn closely 
together in th e center and tied with a nar­ 
row ribbon. 
Bohem ian glass is used again, and some 
of its m ost artistic specimens are very at­ 
tractive. A m ber color is the nm-’t deco­ 
rative, and a set of finger bowls of this a t­ 
tractive shade m ade a charm ing effect on .t 
dinner table w here the furnishings and 
service were of the 3ame kind. 
A solution of oxalic acid has been*used 
for rem oving ink stains from cotton, linen, 
or the fingers, but it is attended with the 
danger of injuring textiles and the skin. 
A m uch safer and better treatm ent of ink 
or rust stains consists in t lie application of 
two paras of powdered creara of tartar anil 
one part of finely powdered oxalic arid. 
Shake up the ingredients well together and 
apply th" powder with a dry rag to the 
dam pened stain. 
W hen the spot has dis­ 
appeared the part should be very well 
washed. 


A P in P iano.—K. M. Taber, the librettist 
of " Desiree,” was a clerk in the Pension 
Office, and his desk was im m ediately next 
to the w ainscoting of the hall. A fter he 
left bis successor made a discovery. Ranged 
along the wooden wainscoting was a row 
of pins, the lowest deeply imbedded in the 
wood, the highest sim ply far enough in ­ 
dented to keep it from tailing out. 
There 
was such an evident purjiuse in this row of 
¡•ins th at the attention of the chief of the 
division was called to it. 
R unning his 
finger-nail along the row, he found th at 
each pin represented a natura’ note or a 
semi-tone. 
It took but a m inute more to 
jday a tune upon this pin piano, and, until 
the novelty wore off, Mr. Taber’s ingenious 
arrangem ent of pins was a source of am use­ 
m ent to his form er fellow clerks.— [W ash­ 
ington I’ost.

district or not. In a succession of in ­ 
stances, the 
barom eter and hygrom eter 
foretold a storm , the bees rem aining quiet, 
and no storm occurred ; or the instrum ents 
gave no intim ation of a storm , but the bees 
for hours before were irritable, and the 
storm came. 
W ith regard to rain merely, 
the barom eter and hygrom eter arc safer 
guides than Ix-cs; but in the case of a 
thunder-storm , the indications of the bees 
appear to be the more trustw orthy. 


I-’or K i movi ng M oles.—Dr. Benjam in 
Godfrey, in "Diseases of the H air." gives 
the following : 
"Local m aternal m arks or 
moles can be easily removed by applying 
the acid nitrate of m ercury and letting it 
rem ain upon the diseased patch until it 
dies. 
My plan is to take u fine-pointed 
glass tube, and, having «lipped ii into the 
caustic solution, to dot all around the h ir­ 
sute mass upon the healthy skin where 
they both join; then to dot points through 
the mass, like the w hite squares upon a 
chess-board, leaving the blank ones to be 
treated in a sim ilar m anner a fortnight 
hence. 
By such a m ethod you prevent too 
great an inflammatory action setting in and 
m aking a less scar in "the future."

C hapin, State Inspector of F ru it Pests, appeared 
before the Board and opposed its passage, stat­ 
ing th a t If th e fruit-grow ers o f Los Angeles 
w ould not act in harm ony w ith th e State Board 
o f H orticulture, the fruit an d young tree-; 
of Los Angeles county would be quarantined, 
etc. 
Do you th in k there is an y th in g in the 
th reat? 
H. 
R eply : If the fruit-growers of Los An­ 
geles county are progressive, and cannot 
afford to further delay in relation to the 
extermination of insect pests, 1 do not see 
what right the State Board of Horticulture 
has to interfere. 
The threat of the In­ 
spector of Fruit Posts is only buncomb. It 
is his duty to quarantine all infested dis­ 
tricts, as prescribed by law. All reference 
to California-grown fruits was stricken 
from the State law before its final passage. 
Los Angeles nurserymen will undoubtedly 
comply with the law; hut. will the In­ 
spector of Fruit l’csts enforce the law 
against them as threatened, as it must be 
remembered that the enforcement ot quar­ 
antine laws in relation to nursery stock in 
Los Angeles county means enforcement ot 
the same in Nanta Clara count v 
Time will 
tell. 
TIIE CENTENNIAL CHERNY. 
Messsr. Coates & Love, Napa City : On the 
29th of May 1 received a package of " Cen­ 
tennial " cherries shipped by you on the 
28th. I have attempted to investigate their 
qualities for shipping. On the 29th they 
were placed in a moderately warm room, 
and have remained there ever since. At 
present writing, June 5th i noon). the cher­ 
ries are in good order, somewhat shrivelled, 
but perfectly firm, and are likely to con­ 
tinue so for some days to come. Í have no 
hesitation in saying that the Centennial 
cherry will rank among the highest of the 
shipping and canning varieties. Tiie beau­ 
tiful rich color, oblate form, large size and 
fine Jtlavor, should make this a very de­ 
sirable cherry for market purposes.

He describes his 
method as follows : He uses large pans as 
traps, putting crude petroleum about an 
inch deep in them, and these are placed 
underneath the vines, and by shaking the 
vines the hoppers drop into the petroleum, 
with fatal results. 
When the liquid has 
become thick with them, so it will hold no 
more, they are emptied into a sack placed 
over the open end of a barrel, when the oil 
passes through and is saved for use again, 
and the hopper carcasses can be readily 
burned, as they are well prepared for 
cineration. This is a very good way to 
handle the pests upon vines, and is not 
expensive. 
FOUR-STRIPED PLANT fll’O. 
George R. Walden, Redding, Ca!.: The 
specimens are at hand. The eggs on the 
leaf arc those of the four-striped plant hug 
Pocilocapsui lincatus), a bright yellow bug 
about three-tenths of an inch in length, 
with black antennte and two black stripes 
on each of its wing covers. 
The punctures 
made by these bugs with their beaks to 
extrui t tiie sap may be the causa of the 
leaves turning yellow. That is tln-ir man­ 
ner of feeding. Spraying the leaves with a 
solution of soft soap may, while driving 
away the insects, also strengthen atm re­ 
store the vitality of the leaves. 
SAN JOSE SCALE. 
J. Isbell, Blaeervillc. Cal.: The branch 
which you send is badly infested by the 
ban Jose scale. At this season of the year, 
by washing the foliage, fruit and trunk of 
the tree with a solution of whale-oil soap, 
or good home-made soft soap—one pound 
to each gallon of water used, it will effect­ 
ually destroy the scale and not injure the 
fruit or foliage. Of course the spraying 
may need to be repeated before aií dis­ 
appear. 
RED-HUMPED CATERPILLAR. 
W. C. Lee, Albertson, Shasta county: 
The specimens you send are caterpillars, 
popularly known as the red-humped cater­ 
pillar. 
It is produced by a moth known to 
scientists as A\ta d o n ta ooncinna. They are 
becoming very prevalent throughout cen­ 
tral California, and attack the cherry, apple, . 
plum, and pear, particularly. They are * 
gregarious in their habits, and feed together 
in largo droves. The best remedy known 
at present is to cut off the infested branches 
and burn them ; but where a tree is seri­ 
ously infested, using a wash of soft soap, 
one pound to each gallon of water, and a 
pound of buhach added to each ten 
gallons of the mixture. 
By spraying 
the foliage with 
this the caterpillars 
will leave the trees and go to the ground, 
when they can be easily destroyed. These 
insects pass their transformation in a parch­ 
ment-like cocoon, which they spin in leaves 
anil other rubbish found under and around 
the tree upon tiie ground. 
By carefully 
gathering up such rubbish and burning it, 
will likely destroy a great many of the 
pests. 
The description ot tlii? caterpillar is as 
follows, and given to enable any of the 
readers of the K ecord-U n io n to identify tí: 
Color, reddish yellow, striped lengthwise, 
with yellow and white lines; on fourth 
segment of body, or ring, is a coral rod ; 
hump, on which there are four black 
spines; numerous black spines or points 
are scattered over the body ; those on the 
back are largest; 
head, coral red ; one 
fully grown wiil measure an inch and a 
quarter in length. The m oth’s description 
is : Uxpanse of wings from one to one and 
a fourth inches, brownish color along the 
high margin, and rest of the wing grayish 
and marked with dark brown : the roar 
wings of the male are brownish or a dirty 
white, with spot at rear angle.

THE FALSE CHINCH BtTli. 
J. H. Taylor, Livermore, Cal.: The in­ 
sects sent on May 25th are popularly known 
a? plum aphis, and those sent on the 2Gth 
as false chinch bugs. The latter pest has 
appeared this year generally throughout 
central California, and has been very de­ 
structive to grapevines. The larva of this 
pest appeared a short time after the vines 
wore affected by the frost in April, and 
reached the winged state about the AUh of 
May. 
Description : Length of larva, about one- 
sixteenth of an inch; color, dingy yellow, 
w ith more or less longitudinal dark lines, 
especially on the head . pupa, one-twelfth 
of an inch in length, same color as larva, 
only the dark lines are more distinct;

Perfect insect, about one-twelfth of 
an inch in length; color of head is pitchy 
with black lines on each side; eyes dark or 
slate color; antenna- clavate, either pale 
yellowish brown or dark brown; thorax 
dingy yellow or brown, with five more or 
less distinct longitudinal dark lines; legs 
pale yellow, inclined more or less to brown;

colored’. lower part (under side) dingy yel­ 
low; average length to tips of wings, one- 
eigbtli of an inch. 
Remedy—The best known remedy in the 
form of a solution at the present time is 
the following: Whale-oil soap 10 pound-. 
buhach 1 pound, water 10 gallons, mixed 
and applied in spray. The great difficulty! 
is to reach those in the ground around thcJ 
vines. However, they can only be exter- 
miuated by frequent washings. 
E. H. Gould, of DavisvilTe, writes that 
they travel in a body, which ¡affirmation 
is important and worthy of notice. He 


Stye: "They are great travelers; but only 
once have they formed into a solid column. 
At that time they marched from one end 
Or the vineyard to the other, when they 
distributed themselves and attacked :he 
vines in new localities.” This spreading 
in the wingless state (the larva and pupa) 
can be prevented in future by ditching. 


TWO KINDS OF BUGS. 
E. IT. Gould. Davisville : I am not well 
enough acquainted with the natural his­ 
tory of the false chinch bug to answer 
your questions entire, as they have not ap­ 
peared in California previous to this year, 
except a few at San Diego two years ago. 
The insects you send, having wings, are 
the perfect insects. The large specimen 
you scud are the pupa- of the “ dusky 
piant b u g ” (Derscocoris rapidus). 
Until 
within a few years this insect was consid­ 
ered harmless to vegetation, but it has 
been found to be destructive in Illinois to 
strawberry fields, in company with the 
“ tarnish plant hug ” (Lyyuo lincularii). So 
this species we can count’ as another to the 
previous list of injurious insects ill this 
State. 
The best treatment for the false 
chinch hug is given in foregoing reply to 
J. II. Taylor. 
J. IT. Chapman. W hite Rock. Cai.: The 
box you send contains, it is believed, both 
grasshoppers and locusts— at least two 
varieties of the hopper pests, if not more. 
A more careful examination will be majJe 
as soon as possible.

GROCERS. 


Cholera is increasing at Valencia, Spain. 
Forty-five per cent, of those attacked die. 
Charles Whitehead, of San Francisco, has 
been notified of his appointment as Special 
Inspector of Pensions for California. 
All the Californians in Washington called 
on General llosecrans to present their con­ 
gratulations upon his appointment as Reg­ 
ister of the Treasury. 
It is said that $S,000 worth of diamonds 
were recently dug up in Lincoln Park, t hi- 
cago, where they had been buried by a thief 
who stole them from Mrs. L. V. Walker, of 
Salt Lake City. 
The strike 011 the Kentucky Central 
Railroad is virtually at an end. It only 
includes the brakemen and freight con­ 
ductors. and has only had the effect of 
stopping freight trains. 
The Suez Canal Commission, at its meet­ 
ing in Paris Thursday, unanimously ap­ 
proved of the proposition to empower the 
Directors to borrow $2,000,000 for the pur­ 
pose df tnlargiiig the canal. 
The whipping post continnes in general 
favor with the people of Delaware ffir the 
punishment of petty offenses. It is rarely 
found necessary to administer a second 
whipping to the same offender. 
General Rosecrans some days ago filed 
with the State Department in Washington 
a protest in behalf of the people of Califor­ 
nia dissenting from the views set forth in 
the Wallace and McCuppin letters. 
It is the general impression in Washing­ 
ton that the next appointment forCalifornia 
will he Israel Lawton, ns Sub-Treasurer.
